ORDER 

The submission of the learned counsel for the appellant 
js that the deposit made by the candidate with the Nazir 
of the Collector who was the Returning Officer is not a 
compliance of Section 34 of the Representation of People 
Act. 1951 inasmuch as that is not one of the modes o'f 
deposit prescribed by the piovision* The submission of 
learned counsel for the appellant is that one of the modes 
prescribed for making the compliance of Section 34 is the 
deposit in cash of the amount with the Returning Officer 
and the deposit made with the Nazir of the Collector who 
was the Returning Officer is, therefore, not a deposit of the 
cash with the Returning Officer himself. In our opinion, the 
High Court has rightly rejected that contention. The deposit 
required to be made with the Returning Officer merely 
means that the deposit has to be made in cash of the amount 
in the manner in which any deposit required to be made 
with the Collector who functions as the Returning Officer is 
required to be made in accordance with the practice of all 
such deposits. Admittedly, the deposits required to be made 
with the Collector were being made rot by handing over the 
cash personally to the Collector but by deposit of the amount 
with the Nazir of the Collector attached to the Office of 
the Collector. We find no merit in this appeal. It is accord- 
ingly dismissed.
